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C\xrrently on view at The Cleveland fSiseum of Art is a newly acquired 
Chinese painting of the Sung Dynasty entitled BOY AND TWO BUFFALOS, a gift of 
Mr. and Mrs. Severance A, Millikin. 

The album leaf, of ink and color on silk, is circular in shape and was 
rendered during the Southern Sung period when buffalo painting was at its height. 

The painting is still in perfect condition except for a slight yellowing of the 
silk. 

As in similar pictures of the period, the buffalos occupy the major 
position in the foregjround in contrast to the boy vtio is partially hiddai behind 
a tree. The landscape serves as a tableaux for the buffalos. 

Precise, clear strokes define the hair of the buffalo while the tree trunk 
and the plateau are drawn in bold and forceful strokes. Green foliage is represented 
with numerous evenly spaced speckles which intensify the fantastic quality of the 
twisting tree trunk and curving branches. In this quiet setting the boy plays with 
a bird. His body is composed of a few simple, angular lines which appear nofdiere 
else in the picture. 

The artist's mastery of various types of brushstrokes gives this Rmall 
composition the imposing and powerful quality of a large scroll, 

A fifteenth century Chinese handscroll entitled CHRYSANTHEMUMS AND CABBAGES 
has just been added to the Oriental Collection of The Cleveland Museum of Art, 

Painted by Tao Ch'^g about U90, it consists of two individual paintings in ink and 
slight color on paper, mounted on one handscroll. The scroll was shown in the recent 
Munich Esdiibition and comes to Cleveland as an anonymous sifb. 
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
